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= Organizational Hierarchies (Base Requirements)

= Use Established Hierarchy of School/Division/Department
= The Hierarchy is in Place (On 398 so automatically assigned by NIH)
= Infinite Levels beyond Department Supported in a Future Release
Allow Institutions to Define Meaningful Names for Each Level
= (i.e. Department = Research Center)
Improved Interface for the Definition of Hierarchies
= Shows Grant at Lowest (i.e. Leaf) Level of Hierarchy

= Allows for the Movement of Grants between Departments/Lowest Level
Probably Require NIH Authorization
